COLUMBIA MISSOURIAN- The Joplin Plan. 
CecU Floyd. Joplin’s assistant school superintend­ 
ent. has come up with some new ideas in edu­ 
cation, now known as the Joplin Plan 
This Joplin Plan is receiv ing national attention. 
And rightly so, because it is a reali.stic approach 
to some educational shortcom ings. The plan was 
form ed to create new and better reading habits 
and to m ake learning interesting 
Today the v isitor in a Joplin reading class 
m ay find a 9-year-old girl sitting next to a 13- 
year-old boy. both reading the sam e book, Stu- 
dents are adv anced according to ability and not 
according to age 
Therefore, superior .students 
don't lo.se interest by hav ing to read m aterial 
below their lev el, and less able students don’t 
lose interest by l>eing lost and befuddled with 
too-hard m aterial. 
This plan is further dev eloped through the 
grading system . Old style grade cards and letter 
m arks hav e been dropyied. 
Reading students 
carry home a iO-page reading progress report 
which has space for teacher rem arks on word 
skills, oral reading, silent reading and sugges­ 
tions, 
, 


This is an im portant dev elopm ent. In such a 
subject as reading, the letter grade is admittiMlly 
arbitrary and subjt*ct to hum an fallacy. 
Giv ing practical suggestions, insights and com ­ 
m ents on each indiv idual student would not sim ­ 
ply throw ev ery student into som e sort of stilted 
classification. It would instead giv e the parents 
an accurate picture of exactly what the student 
can do and w hat he needs help with. 
.Most 
im portant, it would be a report to help 
the student, not to classify him . 
Also at Joplin, student.s are giv en from 12 to 
16 v aried achiev em ent tests during their first 
six years of school. 
E laborate records plus 
teacher notations are kept. As a student 
ad­ 
v ances, his new teachers hav e a good descrip­ 
tion of his abilities.

1 How has tiie program at Joplin w orked’ 
M any students hav e read from 100 
to 200 
books. One 10-year-old girl read 442 bixiks in 
nine m onths. They hav e becom e happy, enthus­ 
iastic read ers, adv ancing as rapidly as they 
can .

Dr. Paul Dudley W'hite, the P resident's heart 
specialist, has m ade two 
noteworthy

m endations in regard to health. 


For the sake of detecting any po.nsible here<li- 
tary di.seases. Dr 
White .suggesti*d that fam- 
ilies should keep their own health records in 
a loose leaf noletiook with a page or two for 
each m em ber of the fam ily. Thi.s should include 
the date of birth, the growth chart, illnesse.s, 
operations, accidents, date 
and 
m arriage 
of 
children, each of which should later on hav e 
an indiv idual sheet and the date and cause of 
death. 


The ta.sk of keeping such record.-; would prob­ 
ably fall upon the m other, but she would find 
them as helpful as the doctor when she tried 
lo recall, the tim e and kind of illnesses in the 
fam ily. Many in.surance com panies are request­ 
ing this kind of inform ation and are supplying 
the notebooks. 


Dr. W hite’s second recom m endation was the 
training of geneticists for future research and 
practical av aijability to giv e adv ice to doctors 
and people at large. He says that while we 
are carrying out researches in cancer, heart 
d itease, m ental health and other ailm ents by 
knowing m ore about fam ily health histories, the 
likely candidates of the.se diseases might be 
discov ered early and the disease might be pre­ 
v ented. treated or cured. 


A new m other is usually anxious to keep a 
record of ev erything that happens to her first 
baby. She is usually too busy with the second 
and thu-d, but it would be tim e well spent if 
a brief notation was m ade in the little notebook 
or card file of ev ery m em ber of the fam ily. 
It would certainly help the doctor, the school 
and the hiilitray.

The ou tlook for cattle p rices is, 
mu ch more favorable than It has 
been in recent years. In fact, farm­ 
ers can exp ect abou t fou r years 
of favorable cattle p rices ahead. 
Cattle p rices are look ed to be 
higher in 1958 than this year. It 
now ap p ears that p rices will edge 
u p some du ring the last two months 
of this y ear and it is a good p ossi­ 
bility that p rices will continu e to 
p ick u p some into sp ring of 19.1«. 
There are some estimate» of fed 
cattle p rices being II..50 to $2 p er 
hu ndredweight higher in the sec­ 
ond qu arter of 195« than in 1957. 
This wou ld mak e choice slau ghter 
cattle p rices at the terminal mar­ 
k ets in the neighborhood of $24 to 
$2« p er hu ndred du ring .\p ril, May 
and Ju ne next y ear. Then some 
leveling off in p rices might be ex­ 
p ected. 
Rep lacement cattle p rices will 
remain high. The low p oint in the 
Stock er mark et is p robably p ast. 
The higher p rices 
of stock er and 
feeder cattle this fail ju st abou t 
offsets the lower feed p rices in 
p rosp ect. 
In sp eak ing of feeds, p astu res 
and ranges are mu ch imp roved 
over a y ear ago. The hay crop 
is at an all-time high, so is barley 
and sorghu m gram harvested. And 
there is another large corn crop . 
Wintering p rograms set u p to sell 
cattle in the sp ring withou t graz 
ing or feeding will p robably ru n 
into a lot of comp etition. 
A new stage in the cu rrent “cat­ 
tle cycle“ has be« n reached. Cattle 
nu mbers are declining. In the sev 
eo y ears p rior to 196« . cattle nu m­ 
ber* were increased 3B p er cent 
or 20 million head. All of the in 
creases was in bee/ cattle. Nu m­ 
bers were decreased last y ear 1.« 
million, influ enced by drou ght and 
lower p rice*. 
There has been more cattle mar 
k eted and slau ghtered in the p ast 
three or fou r y ears than at any­ 
time im history, and by a wide 
margin. Slau ghter so far in 1957 
has stayed close to a y ear ago. 
There have be« i fewer steers bu t 
more cows and heifers slau ghtered 
than a y ear ago. Total cattle 
slau ghter this y ear is exp ected to 
he down abou t two p er cent from 
la^ y ear. 
It is exp ected that the slau ghter 
of cow* and heifers will decline 
aom# in 1958. Calf sUu ghter also 
will p robably be redu ced next 
y ear.
